Among'them 
was young Dunlavy. who had both of his 
ejiklcs broken, and he was laid up for a 
long time, and has not entirely recovered 
ftoin the. injuries. His father commenced 
action for $10,000 damages. Others were- 
waiting for a decision in the case,and had 
damages been allowed there would have 
been a dozen suits commenced for heavy 
damages.

evidence this morning. Attorneys Quai'i- 
es and Kearney, for 'the defendant, moved 
iha-t tho court instruct the jury to find 
a verdict for the plninVtfl'. and in the ar- 
gument that followed 'said that there was 
nothing in the evidence to show .that the 
defendant was negligent, and also argued 
that the plaiiu.ft" was giiil'ty of contrib- 
utory negligence.

to the undisputed evidence, tiie fire did 
not originate in tiic vat containing explo- 
sives, but. originated on a frame work 
near the vat: -that 'there was absolutely 
no proof as lo what tiie cause of 'the lire 
was, anil it would certainly appear not 


1 from a spark of lire living from the trip

case, no negligence could be attributed to 
the defendant.

in not liiulidg a suitable place for the 
plaintiff';o work and proper means ot' es- 
cape, tho judge held that Xhe two-story 
brick, building on tiie i-hird--.!,ury build- 
ing and then n <ino-«'t.nry building on tliat.
